Applicant Argues: "Nowhere does Ahmad teach or suggest displaying information segments, allowing the user to select information 
segments from among the displayed information segments, and storing indicators representing the user-selected information segments 
in a sequence in a buffer as claimed." 



In Response: The examiner respectfully submits that Ahmad teaches storing a plurality of information segments in the database (subject 
matter categories can be stored in a relational database - see Ahmad, col. 30, lines 18-22); displaying at least a portion of one or more of 
the stored information segments; allowing the user to select information segments from among the one or more displayed information 
segments (user can select all primary information segments that pertain to the selected subject matter category to be displayed by the 
primary display device - see Ahmad, col. 29, lines 59-62); storing, in a sequence in a buffer, indicators representing respective 
information segments selected by a user; (elements 203a, 203b, 203c, and 203d within element 203 represent items in an order within a 
buffer; thumbnails identify segments of the primary information - see Ahmad, Fig. 2A, element 203; col. 16, line 56 - col. 17, line 8) and 
allowing the user to rearrange the sequence of the indicators in the buffer to affect an order in which the user selected information 
segments are to be presented to the user (the user is enabled to sort segments of the primary information that pertain to a particular 
subject matter category - see Ahmad, col. 23, lines 13-17). 
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
